ARMY  HEADS 
AREIETIRED 

Chief  of  German  General 
Staff-  Unable  to  Agree 
With  Hitler 


BERLIN,  Oct.  31  (,4^).  —  General 
Ludwig  Beck,  chief  of  the  army 
general  staff,  resigned  today  and 
retired  to  private  life  because  he 
could  not  .see  cye-to-eye  witli 
Chancellor  Hitler. 

A  brief  official  announcement 
said  the  Fuehrer  had  accepted 
ret.ign»Uon  of  General  Betk  along 
With  that  of  Colonel-General  Geru 
von  Rund&tedt,  commander  of 
Ari^y  Oroup  No.  1. 

Although  the  announcement  said 
botli  commanders  were  relieved  at 
their  'own  desire,"  well-informed 
circles  believed,  they  were  talcing 
the  consequences  for  not  bemg  l;i 
step  with  Nazi  policies. 

LONG  AT  ODDS 
General  Beck,  long  lejKirtod  .it 
odds  with  Hitler,  was  said  to  have 
been  in  disagreement  particularly 
on  German  military  occupation  if 
Au.strla  and  CzechoslovalBli  when 
such  action  wa.s  being  con.sldcred 
General  Rund.stedl  ha.s  never  con- 
cealed his  friendship  for  the  former 
ruling  hou.se'  of  Hohenzollern. 

The  fifty-elght-year-old  retired 
chief  of  the  general  staff  was  suc- 
ceeded "by  Lieutenant  -  General  of 
Artillery  Pranz  Haider,  who  had 
been  reported  acting  In  Beck's  place 
since  last  September  when  the 
Czechoslovak  crisis  was  at  (ts 
height. 

Colonel-General  Pedor  von  Boclc, 
fifty-four,  who  like  (Jeneral  Runri- 
stedt,  led  German  .soldiers  into 
Sudetenland,  was  appointed  to  suc- 
ceed the  resigned  commander  of 
Army  Oroup  No.  1. 

Informed  sources  said  when  It 
^became  clear  Hitler  was  detei- 
mlned  to  risk  armed  force  fo 
"liberate'  Sudetenland.  Oeneril 
Beck  felt  he  could  not  -take  ttic 
respon.siblJiiy  pf  mapping  military 
plans  for  a  Gerhiany  he  considered 
inadequately  prepared  to  meet  a 
combined  Allied  force.
